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HISTORICAL SKETCH OF THE ACADEMY. 



Tlie American Academy or Political and Social Science was Date oi 
touDded at a meetiog held Id Pblladelphla, December 14, 1B89. ° 
It was the outgrowth of the deelre for aii orgeulzatlon In which 
the widespreud interest in political, economic and social die- 
cuBBJou should fiod a focus. It was felt by those who called 
the meeting that these lolereets should have an organ which 
could properly represent this wide group of sciences, and be at 
the same time an intermediary between Hclentlflc thought and 
practical effort, lu many fields, earnest men and v 
work In various reform movements, without co-operation, and, 
above all, without the sympatliy and suiiport of those pursuing 
allied Interests, whether in a practical or a theoretical way. 

Theae considerations were laid before the preliminary meeting The A 
held In December, 1889, and led to the foundation of the Ameri- 
can Academy of Political and Social Science. The Academy 
form of orgnnlzatlon was adopted advisedly. It was not the 
intention of the founders to form an exclusive and small body 
of experts on these subjects, but to make the Academy Idea 
thoroughly democratic. This, It Is true, la something of a de- 
parture from the current notion of an Academy as developed by 
learned bodies, both In this country and abroad. Nevertheless It 
is desired to maintain the essentlul principle of all Academies, 
namely, co-operation and mutual fellowship among the i 
bera. The council determined lo admit to the American Acad- 
emy of Political and Social Science anyone of high or humble 
station, of great or small intellectual attainments, providing only 
that a sincere Interest In the search for light and truth c 
Ing social and economic questions was manifest. The data of the 
social sciences are so widely distributed in time and space and 
are lo be derived so directly from the eiperlence and thought of 
Individuals In all stations of life, that It probably lies within the 
range of possibility for every human being who will observe and 
reflect upon the commonest experiences of everyday life to con,- 
trlbute something to the sum of knowledge on these subjects, it 
Is therefore, one of the objects of the Academy to stimulate and 
direct such obserTatlan and reflection on the part of iu those 
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who come In touch with this work that the; may become, first 
of all, more Intelligent citizens, and eeconill;, that each member 
may be willing to asslEt any other member, through the medium 
of our publicaiiona and, when called upon, through correspond- 
ence, lu the Becurlng of InformatloD from all quarters bearing on 
social and economic problems. The present large memberehtp, 
widely distributed geographically, has enabled us to realize al- 
ready in some small measure this large Ideal. 

At the Qrst meeting the Constitution of tiie Academy w&B 
^ adopted, officers elected and methods of work outlined. Soon 
after the foundatloD of the Academy, a propoaitloa waa received 
from tlie Philadelphia Social Science ABSociation. looking to a 
mei'ging uC that organization with the newly formed Academy. 
This proposition was accepted, the members of the Philadelphia 
Social Science Association becoming members of the Academy, 
and the piibllcatlona of the older association passing Into its con- 
trol. A record of the useful and honorable career of the Phila- 
delphia Social Science Association was prepared by Mr. Josepti 
G. Rosengarten and published In the ANNALS for April, ISSl. 

With this nucleus for a membership, the Academy Bianed 
under fair auspices, and the- rapid growth which soon followed 
more than Justified the hopes of Its founders. With each in- 
crease in nieniberHhlp It has been possible to extend the scope 
and usefulness of the Academy's work. The record of ai/Uvliy 
since tlie foundation of the Academy has been one of constant 
growth and expansion. Through the active co-operation of Its 
members and of scholars throughout the world. It hus been able 
to pursue the alms of Its founders with a degree of success 
which Is cause for congratulation. We stand, however, at tbe 
beginning of our work. Deep problems of varied character beset 
modern society, and the intelligent consideration of them 
demands on unremitting Intellectual labor. 

The object of the Academy, aa stated in Its by-laws. Is the pro- 
motion of the political and social sciences, in the comprehensive 
sense of those terms. It has sought to stimulate discussion 
through its public meetings, and to foster scientific research 
through Us publications. In botli of these chief avenues of Its 
■-••Ivity it has been singularly suceessful- 
tervat. meetings of the Academy have been held at Irregular In- 
■hroogh the winter months In the city of rhilndelphia. 
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At the outset several papers were often read at each meetlag, 
but experieoce has abown that unless the topics of the papers 
are related, anil furnish the hasls of a commoD discussion, this 
plan has its disadvantages. More recently each meeting has 
been devoted to a single topic TOhicb has been froitCul in stimulat- 
ing discussion. In presenting a record of tbe meetings of the 
Academy, It has been found practicable to record only the prin- 
cipal speakers and the titles of their papers. Such a list shows 
the wide variety of topics which fall within the Academy's 
activity and their Importance to the welfare of the community.

Tlie Qve annual meetings of the Academy, held In the mouth of 
April each year since 1897, have become a most Important feature 
of the Academy's work and have attracted wide attention as 
notable public gatherings from the prese of the whole country. 
They have enabled the Academy to group four aessloaa around a 
single topic, different aspects of which could thus be thoroughly 
discussed; and yet the meeting as a whole, and the volume 
containing a verbatim report of its proceedings, constitute a 
comprehensive and uniQed contribution to an important public 
question. At the flrst annual meeting the idea of adopting 
a single general topic was not primarily In the minds of the 
Committee; but most of the papers ranged themselvea about the 
topic of the annual address, given by the Fresident of the 
Academy, Professor Edmund J. James, on the subject of "The 
Training for Citlienshlp." 

The second annual meeting was devoted to the subject, "The 
Study and Teaching of Sociology"; the third to the subject of 
"The Foreign Policy of the United States— Political and Com- 
mercial": the fourth to the subject of "Corporations and PabUe 
Welfare"; and the fifth. In April, 1901, to a discussion of "Ameri- 
ca's Race Problems." The Interest In these meetings has Increased 
steadily, and the attendance each year becomes more repre- 
sentative of different sections of the country. The annual 
address Is the central feature of the annual meeting. These have 
been given each year by men eminent as specialists and authori- 
ties on the subjects that are discussed, whose utterances com- 
mand the thoughtful attention of the general public and are of 
great educational value In molding public opinion.

These meetings have taxed the energies of the Committee on 
Meetlnga from year to year, but their conscientious labors have 
been rewarded by tiie ample success of the annual meetlnga and 
above all by the Influence which the proceedings ot these meet- 
ings. In published form, have exercised throughout the country. 
The meetings have brought together groups of experts on special 
questions, probably not equaled in any Himllar gatherings here- 
tofore held in this country. In Its editorial comment upon the 
meeting of 1901, one of the leading daily papers of Philadelphia 
called attention to the fact that the foreign policy of the United 
States had proceeded almost without exception along the lines 
laid down at the Academy's annual meeting of 1890. The Cor- 
poration volume of last year had a still wider circulation and 
ranliB as a standard work among those alike interested in the 
conduct and In the coutrol of coritorations. The volume on 
Race Problems bids fair to excel in scientific value and in 
popular interest both its predecessors. 

The annual meetings have, moreover, given scope for the exer- 
cise of the traditional hospitality of Philadelphia, Public-spirited 
individuals, the variouH social clubs of the city, and sister organi- 
zations, as well as the University of Pennsylvania — to which the 
Academy owes so much of encouragement and support In every 
stage and In every department of Its career — have all co-operaled 
in making these annual gatherings of the Academy pleasant and 
memorable events of the year. 

The work of the Reception Committee of Ladles, of vblch 
Urs. Charles Castls Harrison haa been chairman for eereral 
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years, Is worthy of special mention. The informal receptions 
connected with each monthly meeting, and the larger burdens- 
assumed by this Ck>mmittee in connection with the annual meet- 
ings each year, have contributed not a little to the success of the 
Academy's work.

The publications of the Academy have been issued und^ the 
title: ANNATE of the American Academy of Political and Social 
Science, and the Supplements to the ANNALS. In the ANNALS 
there have appeared a large number of papers submitted to the 
Academy, which have been read and discussed at its meetings, 
as well as many read by title only. Thus« the fruitful and 
siUmulating influence of the Academy upon scientific rescAreb 
has been brought to the knowledge of its members. It would be 
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SDperQuons to oaiue liere all the Important contrlbulionB which 
have been made to political and social science mrougli the 
ACBdeiuf. Baaking, Constitutional History, Crlmluologf, Econo- 
mic Theory, Education, Finance, Industrial History and Prob- 
lems, Institutional History, International Law, Jurisprudence, 
Money, Municipal Government, Political Institutions, PollticaJ 
Science, Sociology and Social Problems, Taxation and Trans- 
portation are auiong the more important subjects upon which 
leading articles bare appeared. These articles and the names 
of their authors are well indeied for ready reference in each 
separate volume of the ANNALS, The complete set of the 
ANNALS now compriaes seventeea large volumes which consti- 
tute in themselves a good worliing library of the social sciences. 
The ANNALS are now recognized as one of the most valuable 
sources of material for students. 

In addition to the publication of papers presented to the Book-revtem 
Academy, the editors have sought to malie the ANNALS helpful 
to students of political and social science by furnishing as com- 
plete a record as possible of publications and events wlilch dave 
a bearing upon the development of those subjects. Particular 
attention has been given to the notice and review of books, a 
large part of each Issue of the ANNALS being devoted to tbls 
object. In this record the varied interests of those who compose 
the Academy have been kept In view, and through It the cordial 
CD-operatluD of scholars In all parts of the world has been en- 
listed In the work of the Academy. As time has progressed, the 
editorial conduct of the ANNALS has been strengthened, and 
the co-operation of an Increasing cumber of scholars has been 
obtained. 

The Academy has been fortunate in preserving the continuity gi^^^g^^^^ 
of editorial work. In connection with the ANNALS, and the nsanagonieDi 
record of Its growth Is a continuous one. 

The first Issue of the ANNALS was made In July, 1890. The 
Board of Editors consisted of Professor Edmund J, James. 
Bdltor-in-Chlef, and Professors FraDkiln H. Glddlngf and Roland 
P. Falkner as Associate Editors. In the first instance, the 
ANNALS was Issued as a guarterly. The success of the enter- 
prise and the cordial support of scholars which was received, 
made it irassible In the second volume, commencing with the 
numlter for July. 1801. to Issue the ANNALS every other month. 
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Id the same year tlie list ot editors was enLirged by the addition 
of the name of ProfesBor James H. Boblnson. With the close o( 
the second volume of tlie ANSALS, Professor Franklin H. Gld- 
dlngB, who had accepted a position at Columbia UniverHity, 
resigned as Associate Editor. 

Up to this time tliere had been no speclflc distribution of tbe 
editorial work, and the care of the Book Department, In particu- 
lar, bad been In the charge of Professors Falkner and Robinson. 
With the third volume, the first Issue of which was In July, 1892. 
the Editorial Board consisted of Professor Edmund J. James, 
Edltor-lu-Chief, Professor Roland P. falkner and James H. 
Robinson as Associate Editors. No change occurred In tbe Edi- 
torial Board until January, ]8£K. But, In the meantime, a. some- 
what different organization of the editorial work secured the 
co-operation of a numlier ot other scholars. Thus, the Book 
Department in Volume III. was in charge of Professor Roland 
P. Falkner and Dr. Emory R. Johnson. With the Issue of July, 
1803, which began the fourth volume of the ANNALS, Dr. 
Emory R. Johnson took exclusive charge of the Book Depart- 
ment, and remained In charge of this work until January, 1896. 
With the third isauo of the fifth voIum»( November, 1894), there was 
eatablished in each number of the ANNAIB a Department of Notea 
on Municipal Government, under the charge of Dr. L. S. Rowe. 
and with the issue of January, 1895, a Department of Sociological 
Notes, under the charge of Dr. S. M. Lindsay. 

The bulk of the ANNALS continued to Increase so that the 
bound volumes became too awkward to handle, and, in accord- 
ance with a desire expressed by many readers of the ANNALS, 
the yearly publications have been, from July, 1895, published as 
two volumes annually, each volnme containing three numbers.* 
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With the iBau6 of January, 189C a series of cbaages was made 
In the editorial conduct of the ANNALS. The removal of 
ProfcHGor Jumes to Chicago made It Impossible for him to retain 
tlie responsibilities of Editor-in-Chief, but It was the general 
desire that he should continue his editorial connection with the 
ANNALS. Be became Associate Editor, while the edltorsliip wna 
filled by the promotion of Professor Itolaud P. Falbner. Pro- 
fessor BoblDSon had, In the meantime, been called to Columbia 
Duiversity, New York, and found it necessary to give up bis 
work In the ANNALS. His place tta Associate Editor was filled 
by the appointment of Professor Emory R. Johnson, who bad 
long been connected with the Book Department of tbe ANNALS. 
This place being thus rendered vacant, it was filled by the 
appointment of Professor Henry R. Seager, who had charge or 
the Book Department until January, 1899. Upon his resignation 
Dr. James T. Young was elected to succeed him, and still serves 
the ANNALS In that capacity. Since the November Issue In 1000, 
Dr. Frederick A. Cleveland has been associated with Dr. YounK 
in the conduct of the Boolt Department. 

The resignation of Professor F^luier as editor-in-chief of the 
ANNALS In October. 1000. after his appointment as Chief of 
Public Documents In the Congressional Library, was accepted 
with deep regret. The vacancy was filled by the election of Pro- 
fessor Henry R. Seager, who had served as associate editor since 
1896, and Dr. Seager assumed the duties of this Important post 
January I, 1901. At the same time Professor Samuel McCune 
Lindsay was elected Associate Editor to All the vacancy caused 
by Professor Seager's promotion. This necessitated certain 
changes also In the editorial conduct of the various departments. 

Dr. William H. Allen had already, beginning with the ANNALS 
for July, 1900, been associated with Professor L. S. Rowe In 
charge of the Department of Municipal Notes, and with the Jan- 
uary (1001) Issue, Dr. James E. Hagerty assumed charge of the 
Notes on Sociology. Dr. EJdward T. Devine, Secretary of the 
Oliarity Organ I Bat ion Society of New York City, became editor of 
a Department of Notes on Philanthropy. Charities and Social 
Problems, and Dr. James T. Young, editor of a Department of 
Notes on Colonies and Colonial Government. With the Marcb 
(1901) ANNALS a Department of Notes on Industrial Topics was 
added, under the editorship of Dr. Edward 8. Meade. 




Social Science. 

A dlstlDCtlre feature of the work of tlie Academy tins beeo tbe 
promotion of BcieotlQc research through the publication of longer 
monographs and articles. The editors have considered solely the 
scientific value of the material which has been presented to 
them, and have not hesitated to publisb in the ANNALS Itself 
articles whose leogth considerably exceeds that of the customary 
contribution to scientific periodicals. In addition to this there 
have t>een published from time to tiuie. supplements devoted to 
varlouB topics connected n-ltb the n'ork of the Academy. An 
Inspection of the list wblch has been published shows Important 
contributions to statistics, economic history, transportation, con- 
stitutional law and sociology. To the Academy ts due the credit 
of having first published in the English language a systematic 
work upon the subject of statislics, and of having made acces- 
sible to students of political science the coustitutlonal laws of 
Ehiropean nations. Not less important have been the other con- 
tributions which have been published In this form.

From time to time Bulletins have been sent out from tbe Buiietini 
office of the Academy, containing notices of meetings, informa- 
tion concerning speakers and publications. In October, 1897, It 
was decided to make these Bulletins of more permanent Talae 
and to Issue tbem at Irregular intervals In uniform size and style 
with the Academy's other publications. The first one in the new 
■eries thus inaugurated appeared November 2. 1S07, and fourteen 
Bulletins, aggregating 158 pages, were Issued up to January 8, 
1901. These were for a time edited by the First Vice-President, 
but are now under tbe general conduct of the Editors of the 
ANNALS. They contain notices of meetings, rfiBumfis of the dis- 
cussion at meetings, answers to correspondents, especially those 
furnishing bibliographies on various topics, and other items of 
more or less permanent value for reference. Beginning with the 
March (1901) ANNALS, the Editors determined to open a 
Department of Proceeedinga and Business Notices lu tbe 
ANNALS, and to include the material heretofore published in the 
Bulletins. The distinctive purpose aimed at In this department 
as at present constituted Is the same as that described la the fol- 
lowing paragraph, which appeared in the first number of the 
new series of Bulletins: 
"The object of this new series of Bulletins, which begins with 
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the present nnmber, \a to furnish membere of the Academy ^ith 
a channel of communication between tlie membership boc]; and 
Its offlcere, and between Individual raeinbera. It la hoped that all 
membeTB will make use of this for the purjiose of securing more 
intimate relations between those residing at a distance, who may 
not be able to attend the meetings of the Academy, and those 
who come more frequently Into cod tact with each other. 
laformation concerning sclentlflc work upon which members 
of the Academy may be engaged will be gladly received, espe- 
cially announcements of investigations of any topic upon which 
members may desire to have the opinion or co-operation 
of other members. The officers of the Academy will welcome 
requests for literature on any- topic or advice for the guidance of 
Individual members or groups of members, In their private read- 
ing and study; also, criticisms of any of the Academy's publica- 
tions, and suggestions looking to the Improvement of the Acad- 
emy's methods and to the enlargement of Its usefulness," 

In presenting tbis brief record of the worii of the Academy, we 
are conscious that the work has been favored by the conservative 
policy which has retained esperienced officers in their positions. 
Professor Edmund J. James was elected President of the 
Academy at its first meeting and served for eleven years. 

Dpon the removal of Professor James to Chicago, It was foand 
necessary, however, Inasmuch as Philadelphia is designated as 
the headquarters of the Academy by the charter, to invest the 
First Vice-President with the duties of Acting President Pro- 
feseor FaJkner performed these duties with great efficiency and 
fidelity, and at considerable personal sacrifice, during the period 
from February, 189G, to July 1, 1807, when, at his request, owing 
to the time and labor required of hiro as Editor of tlie ANNALS, 
he was relieved of the work oC First Vice-President, and Pro- 
fessor Lindsay was chosen to fill the place. In January, 1901, 
Profeasor James requested tbat bis name be not considered for 
re-election to the Presidency because his residence so far from 
the headquarters, made It Increasingly difficQit for him, with the 
growing Interests oC the Academy, to guide Its policy. Profeasor 
Samuel McCune Lindsay, whose eiperlence as First Vice-Presi- 
dent and Acting President had prepared him for this work, was 
chosen President. Professor Leo S. Kowe was then chosen First 




Vice-President to fill the vacancy caused by Dr. Lindsay's pro- 
motion. 

It »Lould also be noted ttiat tbe Constitution of the Academy, 
ivhlch was adopted at tlie date of organiiation, and t>efore the 
Academy was incorporated, was abolished, and a set of by-laws 
adoiJted In its place at a Special Buslneea Meeting In December, 
1880, and ratified at the Regular Annual Business Meeting In Jan- 
nary, 1900. Tliia was done to liarmonize the organic law of the 
Academy with its charter. A few changes were made in the 
offices. The three Secretaryships were combined Into one Sec- 
retary and the office of Legal Counsel was added. 

We may conclude our record with a summary statement of the 
officers of the Academy which shows a long continued service on 
the part of Professor F. H. Giddlngs as Second Vice-President, 
Mr. Stuart Wood as Treasurer, and Professor John L. Stewart 
as Librarian.

1. Tlie object at the Academy Is tbe proniotlun of tbe political 
and social sciences In the comprehensive sense of those terms. 

Wltb no inteotioQ of escluding other suitable means, the fol- 
lowing methods may be eauinerBted as of epeclal importance in 
furtberlng the ends of the Socle t;: 

(1) Accumulation or a library of works pertaining to the 
eubjectif cultivated by the Academy, and. In general, the pro- 
TlsioD of facilities for research. 

(2) Eucouragemeut of inveetlgatlon by tlic offering of prizes 
for specified contributions to science, and by extending pecuni- 
ary aid In suitable cases to students and iavestigators. 

(3) Publication of valuable papers and reports presented to 
tbe Academy either by members or others. 

(4) Regular meetings for the presentatloD and discussion of 
papers and other contributions to political aud social science. 

(G) Dissemination of political and economic knowledge 
throughout the community by the establishment of public 
lecture courses in political and social science, and by such 
other means as may from time to time seem expedient. 

2. Any person may become a member of the Academy upon Uemben 
the proposal by any member and the approval of the directors. 
Aimnal dues of members shall be live dollars ($5.00), and ail mem- 
bers shall be entitled to receive the regular reports of the pro- 
ceedings and publications of the Academy. By the payment of 

one hundred dollars ($100) any person admitted to membership 
may become a life member of the Academy, with all privileges 
of members and exemption from the payment of annual dues. 

8. The directors may, by a majority vote of all members, create 
new forma of membership at their discretion. 

4. The control and management of the Academy, in accordance Board or 
■with the provisions of the charter and subject to tbe restriction of '""'''"" 
(23) 
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these by-laws, shall be vested in a board of directors, as provided 
for in the cliarter, to be elected by the Academy and to serve for a 
term of three years. After the first election the directors shall 
organize themselves into three classes, so that the terms of the 
first class shall expire at the end of one year, those of the second 
in two years and those of the third in three years, in order that 
one-third of the board shall be elected each year. 

5. The directors shall elect a president, three vice-presidents, a 
secretary, counsel, a treasurer, and a librarian, who, if not direc- 
tors, shall become ex-officio members of the board of directors. 
These officers shall be chosen for one year and shall hold office 
until their successors are duly qualified. They shall perform such 
duties as are usually assigned to such officers. 

6. The directors shall submit each year at the annual business 
meeting of the Academy a report of their proceedings and a

7. The directors are authorized to make all necessary rules and 
regulations for the conduct of the Academy and to request the 
co-operation of members and other persons in its work.

^o^ai'^ committee of not more than twenty-five persons who shall have 

attained distinction in the field of political and social science, 

representing as nearly as may be the different countries in which 

the Academy has members. 

9. The directors are further authorized to appoint a council of 
Dot more than fifty members of the Academy, who shall be resi- 
dents of the United States and shall be known to be persons 
actively interested in a theoretical or practical way in the study 
of political and social questions. They shall be the advisors of 
the directors in matters pertaining to the scientific work of the 
Academy. They shall hold office for a period of five years, one- 
fifth of the number being appointed each year. 

10. The Academy shall hold its annual business meeting for the 
election of directors and the transaction of other business, on the 
third Monday of January. Special meetings may be called by the 
directors. 

11. The scientific sessions of the Academy shall be held under 
the direction of the board of directors at such times and places 
as they may deem proper. 
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12. Amendments to the by-laws may be adopted by a majority Amendmenti 
of the members present at the annual meeting of the Academy. 
All proposed amendments must be approved In writing by at 
least ten members of the Academy. They shall be sent to the 
secretary, and submitted by him to the members of the Academy 
at least two weeks before the date of the annual meeting.
